Fire Department to Be Reorganized Into 
Four Companies—Merchants, Pro¬ 
fessional Men and Mechanics 
are to Become Members 


The South City Board of Fire Com¬ 
missioners held a meeting last Tues¬ 
day, at which bids were opened for 
furnishing supplies, as follows, to im¬ 
prove the equipment of the local Fire 
Department: One hose cart, one hook 
and ladder truck, with two 3-gallon 
extinguishers attached, 1000 feet of 
Class A hose, one 30-inCh nozzle, and 
three brass emergency nozzles. 

The contract for furnishing the sup¬ 
plies was given to the Western Belting 
Company, San Francisco, for $1,678.50, 
that firm’s bid being the lowest. It is 
expected the apparatus will arrive in 
South City about the first of Decem¬ 
ber. The hose cart and hook and lad¬ 
der truck will be built in San Francisco, 
and the very best of materials are to be 
used in their construction—Norway 
iron, steel and hickory. 

The location of Fire Department 
houses will be as follows: Company 
No. 1, at present location, Linden 
Avenue, between Grand and Baden; 
Company No. 2, corner Aspen and 
Linden Avenues, in the northern part 
of town; Company No. 3, on the new 
school house lot, on Grand Avenue, in 
the western part of South City. 

Four companies are to be organized 
immediately, each to have a member 
ship of at least ten men, whose mini¬ 
mum age will be 18 years. 

The department will have a chief, to 


be appointed by the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, he to appoint an assis¬ 
tant subject to the approval of the 
commissioners. Each company will 
have, a foreman, two assistants, a 
secretary and treasurer. The chief of 
the department will have full author¬ 
ity at all tires. 

The board will soon call a meeting 
for the purpose of reorganizing the 
present department, and it is expected 
j that a great number of property own¬ 
ers, merchants, professional men and 
mechanics will respond cheerfully and 
volunteer their services for the pro¬ 
tection from lire of this bustling little 
city. Tt is necessary that the depart¬ 
ment be organized in a thorough man¬ 
ner by the time the new apparatus 
arrives. 

The present members of the South 
City Board of Fire Commissioners are, 
E. W. Langenbach, J. L. Wood and G. 
Jorgenso'n, who are deserving of great 
.praise for the energetic and successful 
manner in which they prepared for 
the bond election at which the people 
of South City voted almost unani¬ 
mously to tax themselves so as to 
obtain a lirst class lire equipment. 

There should be no hesitancy j.i the 
part of any reputable citizens of South 
City to join the local lire department, 
as it means much, not only a possible 
saving of the whole town, but in the 
material reduction in insurance rates.

California State University Letter 


PROFESSOK ANDERSON TO COME TO 
BERKELEY. 

Berkeley, October, 9—A new ad¬ 
dition has been made to the department 
of agriculture in the person of Leroy 
Anderson, at present head of the Cali¬ 
fornia Polytechnic School located at 
San Luis Obispo. Professor Anderson 
was appointed this afternoon upon a 
motion of President Wheeler at the 
meeting of the Board of Regents held in 
San Francisco. The new appointment 
will take effect November the first. 
Professor Anderson’s title will be that 
of Professor of Agriculture Practice 
and Director of the Farm School, while 
Professor Wickson’s will be that of 
Professor of Agriculture. Leroy An¬ 
derson graduated from Cornell Univer¬ 
sity in 1886, and took his doctor’s' deg¬ 
ree from the same university in 1902. 
He became instructor in dairy husban¬ 
dry at the University of California in 
1600. In 1902 he became Director of 
the California Polytechnic School at 
San Luis Obispo’ and has for the 
last five years held that important 
post. Under his direction the San 
Luis Obispo School has grown and 
proved in every way a success. The 
addition of Professor Anderson is 
looked upon as the beginning of an 
era of increased usefulness for the 
department of agriculture under the 
direction of Director Wickson.

WHEELER GIVEN OVATION BY THOU¬ 
SANDS. 

Tue biggest demonstration by 
Regents, faculty, and students than 
has ever been given one man was 
tendered President Benjamine Ide 
Wheeler on last Friday. The whole 
matter was held a secret from the 
President until Friday morning, when 
he was escorted to the university 
meeting by Professor Moses and String- 
liam. The large gymnasium was 
packed with students and faculty, 
who cheered and applauded the Presi¬ 
dent for many minutes. During the 
course of the meeting several Professors 
and John A. Britton, representing the 
Board of Regents, bespoke their great 
confidence and esteem and thankful¬ 
ness that President Wheeler had 
declined to accept his most tempting 
offer to head the Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology. Following the 
university meeting the faculty and 
Regents, to the number of 200, had 
President Wheeler as their guest at 
luncheon at the Faculty Club, where 
speeches were made and a loving cup 
was presented to the President. In 
the afternoou the men and women 
students of the university entertained 
President and Mrs. Wheeler at a re¬ 
ception in Hearst Hall, which was 
largely attended by all classes. In 
the evening the Order of Golden Bear, 
the university honor society, which 
includes prominent members of the 
Senior class together with prominent 
alumni and benefactors of the univer¬ 
sity tendered the President a banquet 
in Senior Hall. 


Street-Cleaning Day in South City 
was a great success. 

Early last Sunday morning mem¬ 
bers of the Cutoff Celebration Com¬ 
mittee with many others—merchants, 
professional men and mechanics—were 
on hand with shovels, rakes, hoes and 
brooms, and went to work with a will, 
prompted by pride in their city, to 
clean up the streets, alleys and vacant 
lots in this much-talked-about town. 
The good work was kept up until late 
in the afternoon, and as a result on 
Monday morning the appearance of 
streets and vacant lots was better than 
they had been for years. 

A jolly bunch of citizens did the 
work, aided in the residence section by 
the women, donned in their sunbon- 
nets and old dresses. As fast as piles 
of dirt accumulated, it was loaded in¬ 
to wagons donated by the local land 
company and the South San Francisco 
Mill and Lumber Company and 
dumped into low places east of town. 

Now that the streets and lots are 
clean, it is necessary that they be kept 
so. Constable Carroll announces that 
he will enforce the law in regard to 
throwing rubbish on the streets, so it 
will be well for everyone to look a 
“liddle oud”. 

It has been suggested that Health 
Officer Plymire issue a mandatory or¬ 
der that no rubbish or filth be per¬ 
mitted to be thrown into back yards 
or vacant lots, as a matter of sanita¬ 
tion, which under the law it is believed 
he is authorized to do. 

The celebration committee is deter¬ 
mined that South City shall be kept 
clean, and every thing that the law 
suggests in the matter will be taken 
advantage of. 

The merchants are earnestly asked 
to burn immediately all rubbish that 
is swept out of their places of business, 
and not permit it to be thrown into 
the street. 

There is some talk of merging the 
present celebration committee into a 
permanent improvement club after the 
opening of the new Bay Shore Cutoff 
Railroad, its purpose being to make 
South City one of the most attractive 
towns in the State to live in. 


The preparations that are being made 
for the South City Cutoff Celebration 
are progressing rapidly. Committee 
meetings were held on Monday and 
Thursday evenings, at which reports 
of the various sub-committees were 
made. 

Information has been received from 

the Southern Pacific Company that 
the Cutoff railroad will be in running 
condition not earlier than October 20th. 
There is some structural iron for bridges 
on the way from the East, and as soon 
as it arrives the completion of the road 
will lie rushed as rapidly as possible. 

The committee has arranged to have 
all kinds of street shows and novel fea¬ 
tures, as well as a large military band 
which will render concert music dur¬ 
ing the celebration and play at the 
grand ball at night. 

The Finance Committee has received 
some contributions to the celebration 
fund, and will start on a tour of the 
town on Monday to collect more. All 
merchants and citizens generally are 
earnestly requested to contribute as 
liberally as possible. This celebration 
means much to South City, as it will 
advertise this locality in a manner it 
has not received in the past. Thous¬ 
ands of people will attend from this 
and adjoining counties, and they must 
all be given a hospitable welcome. 

One of the main features will be the 
barbecue, which will be given on a 
large scale. 

Many inquiries have been received 
from other localities asking for the 
date of the Cutoff Celebration. The 


Committee will make general an¬ 
nouncement when it is obtained from 
the railroad compafiy and thousands 

of invitations will be sent out all over 
the Stale. 

It is expected that many of the Fed¬ 
eral and State officials in California 
will attend the festivities and enjoy a 
ride over the new road. 

From all reports it is going to tax 
the facilities of the Southern Pacific 
Company and the United Railroads 
Company to bring the people here, and 
it may be necessary to charter steamers. 

Visitors will be shown ail over the 
city, including the great manufactur¬ 
ing section, and many cars, automo¬ 
biles, carriages and wagons will be 
used for that purpose. 

It has been decided to have open 
hohse throughout the town. 

South City will be elaborately illu¬ 
minated at night during the celebra¬ 
tion. The principal streets will be 
handsomely decorated. A large ban¬ 
ner bearing the words “Welcome” will 
be placed near the railroad at the foot 
of Grand Avenue, and there will be an 
immense quadruple arch at the corner 
of Grand and Linden Avenues. 

All residents of South City are re¬ 
quested to extend invitations to their 
relatives and friends to attend the 
celebration. 

11 is urged that all business places 
and residences be decorated with the 
carnival colors—red and white. 

The streets and vacant lots of South 
City have been cleaned, and everybody 
is asked to aid in keeping them clean 
by not throwing any rubbish on them.

Archie McDowell, 72 years old, died 
yesterday of heart disease at Bt. Mar¬ 
garet’s Hospital, West Bide. He had 
been taken to the hospital from his 
room in the Armourdale Hotel last 
week. Mr. McDowell was also known 
as Archie McGruder. 

McDowell was known on the West 
Bide as a man who was never hungry. 

“I was never hungry in my whole 
life,” he said recently.” He had no 
family and his only resposibility was 
his dog, “Bobbie Burns.” Bince food 
was the last thing he thought about, 
his room rent, tobacco and a few 
clothes were his only expenses. Friends 
supplied those. The Kansas Uity Btar 
published the following interview 
with McDowell Jan. Hist: 

“I know nothing of pleasures of 
eating. A Thanksgiving dinner or a 
Christmas feast have no attraction for 
me. I have never been hungry in my 
life. I have not eaten five pounds of 
solid food in the last three months. I 
never crave food and, strange as it may 
seem, food hardly seems necessary to 
my existence.” 

“You surely got hungry when you 
were a growing boy; did you not?” he 
was asked. 

“No, never. I used to go fishing 
with*my boy companions and after we 
had been away from home all day on 
1 {lie creek banks they would complain 
of a ravenous hunger, but not I. I 
i was not bothered at all and never 
■ thought of food and when I did eat it 
was because my mother made me do

SPUR TRACK AMENDMENT TO THE 
CHARTER. 

There has always been a doubt in 
the minds of some as to the legality of 
the spur track privileges as granted by 
the Board of Supervisors, but as these 
were always subject to cancellation at 
the will and pleasure of the Board 
they were granted under a sort of gen¬ 
eral authority which the Charter leaves 
the Board of Supervisors to use at its 
discretion. 

In order that there may be full 
authority given the Board and 
that no question whatever may arise 
as to the legality of their action it is 
proposed among the amendments to 
the Charter to provide for the granting 
of spur track privileges. Recently a 
meeting of parties interested in this 
matter was held at the Merchants’ 
Association room and our Association 
i was duly represented. It was found 
that it requires only a majority vote 
! cast at an election to procure the pass¬ 
age of the Amendment. Bteps will be 
taken in the near future to post our 
4 people thoroughly as to the desirability 
of voting “Yes” for this Amendment.

A sorely damaged veteran sat/on the 
steps of the capitol at Washington, 
with a tin plate beside him, suggesting 
contributions.

Well, now, 
that’s real generous in a southern sol¬ 
dier to help a Union cripple.” * 

“Not generous at all, suh. The 
fact is, suh, that you’re the fust dam¬ 
ned Yankee I’ve seen—the very lust, 
suh—that’s been cyarved up just to 
suit me exactly, and I’m willin to 
pay liberally foh the show!” 


“It was the same way when I went ( 
through the ifivil War,” continued , 
McDowell. “Long marches and fati- ( 
gue did not give me a desire for food. 

I had three years of service and was at 
different times under Buell, Sherman 
and Grant. During the retreat from 
Cumberland Gap, when we marched 
seventeen days all day and also nine 
nights during that time, I saw men 
almost dead from hunger, but I could 
not sympathize with them because l 
experienced none of the pangs. Some- 
times when I felt weak I would chew 
a stick and be perfectly satisfied.” 

Mrs. L. A. Houck, manager of the 
Armourdale Hotel, where McDowell 
lived, said about his appetite: 

“He ate scarcely anything. I re¬ 
member that he took soup a few times, 
but he appeared to live.almost entirely 
on coffee and other stimulants.” 

McDowell went to Wyandotte Coun¬ 
ty in 1876. He followed various pur¬ 
suits, farming, the dry-goods business 
and practicing law. Of recent years 
he had not worked. His wife died 
nineteen years ago. A grown son lives 
somewhere in the Fast, but McDowell 
had not seen him for thirteen years.
